(It is, perhaps, hardly 
fair to couch the thought in such 
words, for after all, it is with the mod- 
ern and not with the ancient sequence 
that Dr. Briggs is at variance—4n the 
major part of his work.) The twelve 
and the seventy form the subject of 
the third chapter and continues the 
sequence of the second.

Where was Jesus during the absence 
of the Twelve? is the question that 
Dr. Briggs endeavors to answer in his 
fourth chapter. This is the most im- 
portant chapter in the work before us, 
and we are in substantial accord with 
the conclusion of the author. We 
write this with the full conviction, 
however, that upon this chapter wil! 
center most of the opposition that wil! 
be directed against “New Light on the 
Life of Jeus.”’ But agreeing with these 
conclusions as we do we regret the 
biatent self-assertiveness with which 
our author calls attention to his rear- 
rangement of the sequence of the ar- 
tivities ef Jesus. Here are the words: 
This rearrangement ‘solves a number 
of the moet dificult problems of the 
New Testament, explains the silence 
of Mark a® to the ministry in Persea 
and Judea, and the full report of John 
as to the Jerusalem ministry, and his 
implicit agréement with the ful) report 
of Luke as to the Peraean ministry. 
It aleo fills the gap in time which the 
absence of ten of the Twelve requires 
by a sufficient amount of active min- 
istry of Jesus to gatisfy all conditions 
of the problem. It also explains the 
movements of Jesus in accordance with 
the perils of His position, and enables 
us to see how the crisis is brought on 
which finally removes every reason for 
caution and fustifies Him in making a 
distinct announcement of His Messiah- 
ship. Thus He secures His definite 
acceptance as Messiah by His chief 
disciples, and is enabled to give them |

Now, the fact ts that the book be- 
fore us is conspicuous for its lack of 
reflections, judgments and comments. 
‘It is as conspicuous for the fact that 
it is not a study. If we were asked 
to give a brief description of it we rhight 


well say: It is a succinct account 
_of the history of Venice during a cer- 
tain pertod of its growth. ac- 


count is a very much condensed and 
barren narrative, drawn entirely from 
secondary authorities or from sources 
collected and modernized. It shows 
little or no reflection, has in fact noth- 
ing to recommend it but the fact that 
within a limited number of pages its 
author has given us an epitome—a 
well-made epitome, be it said—of the 
history of the oligarchy of Venice. 

| In preparing his work Mr. MccCilel- 
lan has used few works and used 
those industriously. In fact, we might 
.in some parts of his work speak of its 
‘pages as containing digest of the work 


of other writers. Now, we assume 
that Mr. McClellan claims no more 
than this for hie work. We assume 


that he considers that he. has done 
nothing remarkable in setting before 
the public in condensed form a fairly 
accurate and sufficiently comprehen- 
aive account of the subject that is 
indicated in the title of the work. As 
such a presentation we gladly concede 
t@ the “Oligarchy of Venice” a place 
in our regard. It is a very useful book. 
It fills a place that has needed just 
such a volume and by the volume the 
student will be enabled in a short 
time to gather information that other- 
wise would require research, or per- 
haps because of the inaccessibility of 
certain authorities to the ordinary 
student be well nigh impossible of at- 
tainment. @.

Money. 
THE PRINCIPLES OF MONEY. By J. n- 
Laughlin. Charies Scribner's Sone, 
New York. 


’ This is the first volume of what 
promises to be a monumental work. 
The author is of the opinion that the 
time has come for a complete survey 
of the whole question of money so far 
até it has been worked out to the pres- 
ent time. It will be then rendered pos- 
sible to make an advance in theory. 
There have been innumerable invest!- 
gations of various phases of the ques- 
tions. A thousand problems have been 
discussed, but there has not been that 
coédination of results and work which 
is necessary if there is to be any se- 
rious advance. It is to meet this that 
the present work was undertaken. But 
it is a task. far too large to be per- 
formed in one volume, full as this is of 
facts and presented in the most com- 
pact form possible. The author without 
committing himself to any definite ar- 
rangement plans that there shal) fol- 
low volumes respectively on Metallic 
Money; Gold and Silver; The History of 
Metallic Money in the United States; 
Raver Money in the United States; Pa- 
per Money in Foreign Countries: Bank- 
ing. This is certainly a comprehensive 
programme and one that would be suf- 
ficient to tax the energies of the most 
stalwart and to make the most rese- 
lute quail. We only hope that the au- 
thor will be able to complete a part at 
least of his work. The volume before 
us is devoted to the statement of ele- 
mentary principles. And there are sev 
eral points of view which without al- 
ways being new are at least not cure 
renily held, and from which ajone a 
sound understanding of the subject can 
be gained. These points are carefully 
brought out in the present volume. 
Such is the emphatic distinction that is 
made between the standard and me- 
dium of exchange which is so treated 
as to throw nbw light upon the his- 
torical development of forms of money 
and on the explanation of modern 
brices. There is the rejection of the 
o'd assumption that credit was based 
upon money, and there is a corre- 
sponding propose! of an entirely new 
ancivele of credit and its effect on

seems to have had thoughts of suffi- 
cient strengthijto win admiration 
properly expressed, but the expression 
in “ Dynasts” is drivel and dog- 
gerel and worse. Here is a gem that 
seems to be. quoted With admiration by 
certain of the English reviewers: 
Before Austerlitz Napoleon says: 


“Tis all a duel ‘twixt this Pitt and me, 
And, more than Russia's host and Aus- 
tria’s too 
I everywhere tonight around me scent 
As hohe an unseen monster haunting 
His country’s hostile 
Now, all this may be very gratifrsing 
to the pride of the English. who have 
somehow been for years imbued with 
the idea that they conquered Napo- 
leon, but to the average reader Hardy's 
verse would suggest that Napoleon pos- 
sessed remarkable olifactory powers or 
that England was cursed with a very 
bad breath. But this stanza is but a 
sample of the trash that fills the vol- 
ume before us, and which we would 
mot waste space upon were it not for 
the reputation that Mr. Hardy .has 
gained, and gained legitimately through 
his novels. e wanders through space. 
Europe seems too large for his judg- 
ment and too small for his imagina- 
tion. He commits a thousand absurd- 
ities in scene and characters. He does 
not seem to be able to present his con- 
ceptions in a manner that will win for 
those conceptions the regard that they 
deserve. 
Truth is, that Hardy is neither poet 
nor dramatist. He has no more con- 
ception of poetry than the late la- 
mented Coogler of South Carolina, or 
the unlamented Lionel Josaphere of 
San Francisco, or the Sweet Singer of 
Michigan. Hardy ia out of his element 
and in a field of which he does not un- 
derstand the capabilities or the neces- 
sities. Thereisan old adage, “Cobbler. 
stick to your last.”” and in the case of 
Hardy, we say, Novelist, stick to your 
novel and leave poetry and drama for 
those who are able to write either or 
both. Certainly Mr. Hardy can write 
neither.

The Latest Novel. 
VIOLETT. By Baroness von Hutten. Heough- 
ton, Miffiitn @ Boston. 
Many of our readers will remember 
with pleasure “Our Lady of the 
Reeches,.”” which a year ago met with 
euch deserved success. This novel was 
by the Baroness von Hutten, an Amer- 
jean woman who was born in Penn- 
syivania, educated in New York and 
married in Italy to Baron von ‘Hutten 
of Bavaria. The Baroness has repeated 
the success made with “Our Lady of 
the Beeches” in “Violett.” the novel 
that has just issued from the press of 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
This novel called “Violett” is one 
of the most pathetic stories that we 
have ever read and yet it has nothing 
of the grewsome about it.

Violett, the hero of the story, is not 
as one might suppose at first reading 
of the name. a gir!.

A youth 
whose life is overshadowed the 
knowledge of a horrible crime commit- 
ted by a father who pald the penalty 
of his deed by being hung. Through- 
out the story the blight caused by this 
parent hangs over Violett and again 
he is forced to hear the slurs cast upon 
him because of the past. But it is the 
resent and not the past that concerns 
lolett. He is, however, a type of that 
nature that cannot conform to what

WHY A BIG MINING DEAL FAILED 
TO GO THROUGH. |

Sensational Developments in Gila 
Mining Company’s Affairs—Los 
Angeles People interested—Exten- 
sive Litigation Now Threatened. 
Company Doesn't Fear Outcome. 


Alleged claim jumping by the wife 
of a trusted employé of the Gila Min- 


for the fallure of a $60,000 mining deal 
and may result in extensive litigation 
in the courts of Yuma, Ariz. 

The stock of the Gila Mining Com- 
pany is owned by James F. Conroy of 
Los Angeles, Robert and James Mc- 
Fadden of Santa Ana, Jonathan Hen- 
dersopn of Collifigwood, Ontario, Can- 
ada, and Henry Gerhart of St. Louis. 
It is practically a’ Los Angeles com- 
pany, though incorporated outside of 
the State of California, and until yes- 
terday the officers of the company felt 
certain they owned a valuable group 
of claims in Yuma county, Arizona, 
and that not a cloud obscured the title 
to the property. 

Now the discovery has been made 
that the claims have been jumped by a 
wife of a 


woman, Leona Matthewson, 
man Who was in the employ of the 
company, und who was su to 


record the assesement work done in 
1903. 
HOW IT HAPPENED. 

The Sunrise group of twenty-one 
claims is situated about eighteen miles 
from Yuma, a short distance from the 
Gila River and the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. On December 15 last an op- 
tion on the property for $60,000 was 
given to William Z. McDonald of Pitts- 
burgh, who came here to thoroughly 
test the value of the ore. Associated 
with Mr. MeDonald were J. K. Vanatta 
of Colorado Springs and W. L. Clark 
of Cripple Creek, both experienced 
mining men, who visited the claims and 
after securing samples sent a repre- 
sentative down to have a carload of the 


ore shipped to the Liewellyn Iron 
Works in this city for reduction. 
The intending purchasers thought 


the property a good low grade propo- 
sition, and if tests were satisfactory 
they proposed to erect a mill and ton- 
duct, operations on a large scale.

or, shal! be happy,” he eaid. 

Just as dawn began to break over 
tne city today the doors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce auditorium, where 
the body lay, were reopened to a vast 
throng who desired to view the face 
of the dead Senator. The long lines 
of people stretched away until it ¢x- 
egeded in length the five blocks 
reached during yesterday afternoon. 

The early hour of opening the doors 
of the chamber brought thousands of 
men with their dinner paile on their 
way to their daily work. In suoh num- 
bers did they come, however, that 
many were unable to remain tn line 
and consequently were deprived of «4 
last look at the face of the dead. Barly 
morning trains brought many excur- 
sionists from surrounding towns, and 


these, too, helped to swell the long 
line. Thousands who hoped to 
have an opportunity to pass by the 


bier of the dead Senator abandcned the 
idea when they saw how hopeless was 
their chance of gaining admission. 
Several thousand who stood in

ber were closed at 11 o'clock to 
to 


pare for the removal of the body 
the church. 

At 19 o'clock the members of the 
State Legislature drove from their ho- 
tels to the Chamber of Commerce ina 
body, and looked for the last tim* 
upon the face of the dead statesman. 
During the night many distinguished 


men of the country arrived in Cleve- 
land to attend the funeral service and 
the early morning hours of today 
greatiy augmented that number. The 
Washington delegation amrived at 10:30 
o'clock and we at once driven to the 
Hollenden Hotel. Other dietingutshed 
personag’s were Gov. Durbin of In- 
diana and staff, J. Pierpont Morgan 
and party of New York, George B. Cox 
and party of Cincinnati. and a number 
of business and social friends of the 
dead Senator from Chicago, Detroit, 
Ruffalo. Pittsburgh and New York. 

During the time that the body lay 
in state, from 1:30 to 9:39 o'clock p.m., 
Thursday, from 6 to 11 o'clock, to- 
day, it is estimated that not less than 
69,000 people gazed on the features of 
the dead Senator.

TRAINING A CHILD TO TELL THE 
TRUTH. 
BY WM. J. GBHEARER., A.M. 
EARLY all children seem to be 
N guilty of telling more or less false- 
hoods. This habit is one of the 
fnost difficult to correct. Many moth- 
ers are ready to deny, with indigna- 
tion, the statement that their children 
ever told a story. However, very few 
men, noted for their veracity, can be 
found who will claim that, as boys, 
they never told any stories. It might 
be well for parents to consider this 
fact, when they were about to judge 
| navealy a child who had not spoken 
‘the truth. 
A DIFFICULT MATTER. 
Upon first thought, it seems that 
we have a right to expect the truth 
from every person at al! times, and 
especially from children. But is it? 
Is there any good reason why we 
should feel shocked when a young 
child tells a falsehood? What do we 
‘mean when we say a child ought to 
tell the truth? Do we not 
mean it is the child's duty? 
What does a young child know about 
duty? Nothing, until it has been in- 
structed. Even then, very little, until 
it has reached school age or even 
later. Most of us will agree that the 
incentive to do right, because it is a 
/duty to. do so at all times, is such a 
high incentive, that even adults fre- 


quently hesitate, and many times fall, 


to respond as they should to this 
‘moral obligation. 
A HARD MATTER TO PUNISH 
| PROPERLY. 
How many conscientious parents 
have been perplexed to know how they 
should punish a child who persist in 
telling falsehoods. Mistakes of man- 
agement here may so easily drive 
‘a child into becoming a confirmed 
_story teller, not only while a child, 
but even after he has reached man- 
hood. Some children seem to have 
no sense of honesty whatever. They 
will tell stories without any apparent 
provocation. Sometimes trey will 
“even tell untruths when against their 
own interests, so that it seems impos- 
| sible to understand them. Every per- 
‘gon of experience has known sych. 
All know that many of these have 
turned out to be the most reliable men 
and women. It is any wonder then 
that a thoughtful parent approaches 
this subject prayerfully and with fear 
and trembling? 
WHY CHILDREN ARE UNTRUTH- 
FUL. 

In early years the distinction be- 
tween realities, and mere fancies of 
the mind, is not clearly perceived. 
‘Very few adults can tell the exact 
truth about any accident they see. 
Nearly every person sometimes stops 
and hesitates before he is sure 


whether he had a certain experience or ' 


whether it is merely a dream. Have 
we not all sometimes asked ourselves 
ithe question, “Did [I dream this, or 
| did I read it, or did someone tell me 
it several years ago?’ Remembering 
is simply bringing into our minds 
images of what has been there be. 
fore.. It is merely anbdther form of 
imagination. How easy it is for any- 


last year that resulted in twenty-twotone, especially a child, to fai] to dis- 


tinguish between the image now in 
the mind and cne which has been 
prominent in t mind some time in 
the past. How natural for a child 
thinking about a runaway, to con- 
fuse the image now in the mind with 
the one that might have been in the 
mind some time ago. If he does, he 
would say that he saw a runaway 
and tell all the details he remembers 
i\from the picture in his mind. He 
/would then be telling what he thought 
would be the truth, even though it 
was a falsehood. 

When we consider that the mental 
faculties of children are all very im- 
mature, that their minds are occupied 
with such a multitude of various 
kinds of sensations as to form a be- 
wildering maze, need we wonder that 
children are apt to handle the truth 
rather carclessiy? Are there not the 
best of reasons to justify our being 
amazed that, so frequently, they are 
able to distinguish so well between 
the images of the true and those of 
the false. when we ourselves can 
scarcely understand how we are dble 
to do so? 

OTHER REASONS FOR UNTRUTH.- 
FULNESS. 

As children grow older the power 
to distinguish between images of the 
present and the past should become 
stronger. it is therefore necessary to 
Hlook for other explanations of seem- 
ing untruthfulness. Do not parents 
and others tell children fairy stories 
for the sake of pleasing them’ They 
do not expect children to believe 
them, so that In, one sense, they are 
not untruthful. Now suppose a child 
is asked whether he was kind to his 
little sister. He may answer that he 
was, not so much because of fear of 
consequences, as because he dislikes 
to displease the parent. Is there a 
parent who does not remember such 
instances’? not such a desire praise 
worthy? Such a child do@s not rea 


cannot. 

Sometimes the parent will playful- 
ly say to a child, “I am a big bear 
and I am going to eat you.” and meny 
such expressions. This is all right. 
It is not wrong. The child knows 
that he is just playing. Yet the im- 
ages in the child's mind will be so 
real that the child will run in great 
fear. It is, indeed, very hard for any 
child with a vivid imagination to read- 
lly distinguish between images. Need 
we wonder that they draw on their 
imaginations when talking to others? 
EVEN PARENTS MAKE SAD MIS- 

TAKES. 

Sad to relate, many parents make 
it very hard for their children to be 
truthful. How often they promise, but 
do not fulfill their promises. The 
worst of it is, many times they have 
no idea of fulfilling their promises. 
Sometimes a parent wil!, in the pres- 
ence of children, weleome most cor-

Many times children 
perceive that parents are deliberately 
lying about something. Other times, 
at least, it is said parents tell the 
¢hildren to inform unwelcome visit- 
ors that they have gone down the 
street or are not at home. Sometimes 
the parent will, deliberately, and with 
the knowledge of the children, con- 
ceal things from the other parent, and 
not hesitate to tell untruths concern- 
ing the matter. Some cases are even 
worse than the above-mentioned, but 
these are bad enough. Under such 
circumstances is it any wonder that 
children have little idea of the im- 
portance of telling the truth? Need 
we be surprised that under such train- 
ing, children soon learn to deceive 
even more successfully than their 
parents? 
IMPORTANT CONCLUSIONS. 

Don't inragine that children natural- 
ly tell the truth. They must be 
trained to do so, as they would be 
trained in any other desirable habit. 
Parents should not expect them to be 
trained by harsh knocks, which so 
often resuit. 

The parent should not feel too 
much worried if a young child la con- 
tinually telling stories. The remedy 
lies in proper training. 

If a child shows great fear of the 


consequences, the parent should care. | 


fully consider whether the conse. 
quences have not been too severe In 
the past Is it not true that, very 


often, children are driven into telling | 


untruths by the mistakes which tbe 
parents have made in punishing false- 
hoods?”

CACTUS FOR 
FODDER. 


Chopped up and Boiled it is 
Said to Equal Alfalfa. 


Agricultural Department Ex- 
pert Has Great Hopes. 


Propose Investigation at Ex- 
perimental Station. 


BY WEBSTER BALLINGER. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—‘The 
wild cactus which grows upon the arid 
western plains, when chopped up and 
boiled, is the equal, pound for pound, 


made to the Department of Agriculture 
and I bave every reason to believe it 
is true, and I feel confident within a 
few years’ time this apparently worth- 
less weed will become a great food 
product for fattening cattle,” so de- 


clared Willis Spillman, agrostologist | 


of the Department of Agriculture, to 
the House Committee on Agriculture 
at a recent hearing. Ina his state 
ment he called the attention of the 
members of the committee to the fact 
that of the 298,000,000 acres of culti- 
vated land in this country 61,000,000 
acres were devoted to grass, to hay, 
and to forage plants. In addition 
there are 124,000,000 acres devoted to 
pasture, and of that area 80 per cent. 
in the United States is wild land used 
mostly for ranges. 

He was urging an appropriation 
for the purpose of studying the vari- 
ous grasses and their value as food 
products for live stock. He pointed 
out that In the western markets, nota- 
bly in Denver, many of these wild 
grasses sold at a much higher figure 
than the finest timothy and alfaifa 
hay. He referred incidentally to the 
discovery that cactus makes a splen- 
did food product for cattle. On this 
subject he said: 

“There is one other very interest- 
ing line of work that shows the de- 
sirability of « man keeping his eyes 
open. A year ago I had a _  ietter 
from & man out in Utah, who told me 
that be thought I would like to know 
of an experience of his; and I assured 
him I did appreciate it after I found 
out what it was. One winter he had 
no hay; hay was worth $30 a ton. 
Grain was plentiful and cheap. He 
decided he would undertake to win- 
ter hig cattle on cactus and grain— 
the prickly pears of the West grow- 
ing all over the desert, and where it 
is really desert, too. It was men- 
tioned by some one that it has been 
the practice in famine years for a 
long time to burn these prickles off 
of the cactus—to singe the thorns— 
and then feed them to cattle; and they 
make pretty good fodder. Now, this 
man was somewhat original in his 
ideas and methods, and he decided he 
would cook the cactus instead of 
singeing the thorns off of them. -He 
mized his grain with it and went to 
feeding his cattle, not knowing 
whether his cattle would starve to 
death or not. I am merely giving 
you what he telle me in his letter, and 
I do ‘not know whether it is true or 
not, but I have some reason to think 
it is. He says: ‘In ninety days I 
sold the best bunch of steers I ever 
sold,” and then -he added: ‘I regard 
the boiled cactus as the equal of al- 
falfa hay, pound for pound.’ 

“Last summer I was down in San 
Antonio, Tex., and I found a manu- 
factory down there manufacturing ma- 
chines for chopping cactus. They have 
learned by accident down there that 
these spines, which are terrible things 
on prickly pears and which crush into 
the fesh—you kill cattle down there

Mr. Rodey, a member of the com- 
mittee, said: “I have been through 
from El Paso to Los Angeles on the 
Southern Pacific; and as you pass 
through hundreds of miles of that; 
cactus four or five feet high—of dif- 
férent varieties—and one would think 
that it ought to be good for some- 
thing, a crop enough to feed millions 
that purpose. If this department can 
show that fact it will have conferred 
a blessing on this country that will 
be almost incalculable.” 

“Yes, there is no way of calculating | 
the good that will result from this dis- 
covery, if it turns out to be all that 
we hope it will,” said Agrostologist 
Spillman, “and with a small appropria- 
tion we believe we can demonstrate 
its practicability as a food product’ 
for- live stock. If we can use cactus 
successfully as a food product, and it 
is as nutritious as is claimed, it will 
be one of the greatest discoveries of 
the age.”

Lemon Juice’ Preventive of 
Pneumonia and Grip. 


Physicians Bear Testimony to 
Its Efficiency. 


California Fruit Richer in 
Acid Than Any Other. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—With leading 
doctors of New York and other cities 
recommending lemons as a cure for 
and preventive of pneumonia and grip 
there ought to be a brilliant future 
before the producer of lemons in Cal- 
ifornia. Even though it has been 
known for a long time that lemons 
were a good germicide it is only re- 
cently that leading physicians have 
discovered that pneumonia and grip 
microbes yield to the treatment, and 
after the constant administration of 
reguiar doses of lemon juice, disap- 
pear entirely. It is worth while that 
this has become known because * is 
a remedy which the poorest can af- 
ford and it has in it no elements in- 
jurious to the system or likely to 
leave bad effects ; 

Dr. F. G. Clark of Bfhoklyn, N. Y., 
who is considered a 
among physicians, has been conducting 
a series of experiments in the treat- 
ment of pneumonia and grip with 
lemon juice and he announces bis de- 
cision in unhesitating language, de- 
claring that the treatment is attended 
with the most beneficial results. He 
Says that in all instances where lemon 
juice was cdministered that the pa- 
tients immediately began to gain and 
that the period of illness was several 
days shorter. 

DR. CLARK'S EXPERIENCE. 

Speaking upon this subject Dr. Clark 
peaid: “I experimented with some cul- 


found that immediately after the lenron 
juice came in contact with them they 
began to shrivel and shortly died. 
That much was demonstrated beyond 
question. The juice would kill the 
cultures when it touched them direct- 
ly. The next point to determine was 
whether sufficient juice could be in- 
troduced into the system and wheth 
it would retain its characteristics long 
enough to have it act the same upon 
the germs which are being propagated 
in the human body when a person is 
afflicted with eitaer disease. Accord- 
ingly | began a series of experiments 
with several patients and after care- 
fully watching the effect, I came to the 
conclusion tivat it is almost as strong- 
ly marked in such applications of 
lemon juice as it is when it is applied 
direct to the culture. 

“I found that a patient to whom 
lemon juice was administered in reg- 
ular doses recovered far more quickly 
For instance, | had a patient sick with 
pneumonia, not what might be termed 
a fatal case, but one which was about 
like the ordinary pneumonia. 
ministered lemon juice tn 
doses and the patient was ready to go 
back to work in four days. Usually 
the period is from six to ten, and pa- 
tients who were sick along side of 
him were afflicted about the usual 
length of time. 

KEPT THE FEVER DOWN. 

“Another patient had an attack of 
grip. His tever was up to 105 deg. 
1 administered lemon juice one night 
and his temperature had fallen to 102 
the next morning, and as long as lemon 
juice was administered freely 
fever was kept down. If doses were 
omitted it immediately rose again. 
That proved, to my. satisfaction at 
least, that there is some close con- 
nection between the action of lemon 
juice upon the germs and the effects 
they have upon the body. I am con- 
vinced that there need be no hard 
cases, provided this simple remedy is 
used as soon as it is found that an 
attack of either pneumonia or grip 
has set in. I am recommending it to 
all my patients and am ureing the 
trial of something so 6simple and 
which, under no circumstances, can 
result in injury. 

“Most effective remedies for such 
dangerous diseases have been so ex- 
pensive that only the better situated 
people could afford them, unless sup- 
plied by some powerful charitable in- 
terest. In this instance we have some-

“Recently several important medli- 
cal discoveries have been made which 
promise to revolutionize the treatment 
of some diseases.

fore it has been impossible to’ kill 
the microbes in either disease. They 
have simply been allowed to have 
their own course and the disease has 
had to rua through its various periods. 
Now the introduction of lemon juice 
seems distined, according to the re- 
sults of the few experiments des- 
cribed, to play a very important part 
in the destruction of the germs, and 
should it finally be demonstrated that 
it can be successfully utilized in a 
majority of cases the doom of both 
diseases seems to be sealed. 
“Understand, however, that I am 
not endorsing the theory that lemon 


juice will always destroy these germs. 
My experience is that it will not. I 
um inclined to the belief that in some 
persons it wou:id have no effect what- 
ever. Every physician will testify that 
remedies for the same disease must 


‘ter all, 


be differently used and differently ap- 
plied to different people. Probably the 
same rule will apply here. In. the 
cases where the experiment was made 
the effect was distinctly beneficial, but 
when the next experiment is made a 
totally different result may follow. 
This phase of the probable effect of

“All remedies or preventives must 
be modified to suit particular cases, 
otherwise disappointment ts certain to 
follow their application. Accordingly, 
it is my opinion that this new remedy 
must be more caretul 5 and more 
widely studied before it is stated ‘pos- 
it vely that it is a cure or preventive 
of the twe worst diseases of modern 
tives. 

This attitude undoubtedly represents 
the feeling of most of the profession 
toward Dr. Clark's discovery. But af- 
without wishing to detract 
from Pr. Clark any credit due him ts 
it his diseqvery? It has been known 
among omens people for three gen 
erations that hot lemonade is good for 
a cold. One of the best things to 
break up a severe cold known is hot 
lemonade, taker? copiously just before 
retiring. It induces free perspiration 
which tends to carry away the poison 
through the pores of the skin, and, 
possibly, as has been demonstrated by 
Dr. Clark, the juice kills ‘the germs, 
which have caused the cold or the con- 
gestion which goes under that name. 
It would appear to be a more satis- 
factory explanation of the action of 
lemon juice in such instances rather 
than a new application of it. 

It remairs now for those interested 
in the lemon business to see that this 
new use be thoroughly understood by 
those who will be most benefited finan- 
cially by an increased use of the 
fruit. Inasmuch as the lemon con- 
sists largely of a particular kind of 
acid, and inasmuch as analyses prove 
conclusively that the California lemon 
is richer in that particular acid than 
another variety or perhaps than any 
other variety, it would seem to be the

MORE OUTRAGES. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ) 
AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—About 
& year ago the Milk-wagon Driv- 
’ ers’ Union entered into a conspir- 
facy with the milk dealers whereby 
‘the drivers secured an increase of $10 
‘@ month in their wages, and the price 
‘of milk to consumers was raised 100 
per cent. The combination of union 
‘and employers profited both, but the 
‘public, especially that part in the poor- 
.@r districts, had to stand the increase 
‘in the cost of living. 

The better class of dealers—that |s, 
the dealers who supplied well-to-do 
people—had been charging 19 cents a 
quart for milk, but for this price they 
‘supplied milk that came up to the 
@andard required by the city ordi- 
mances. The cheap milk dealers who 
were selling to the poor people at. 5 
cents a quart supplied a milk that an- 
jewered the purposes of lacteal fluid, 
Dut the quality was such thai it con- 
tained littie, if any. nourishment. 
When the combine was formed «here 
was the usual sembianre of a strike of 
drivers. and then Alexander Dijeau, 
the Pooh Bah who holds so many jobs, 
“fixed” things and the drivers got their 
extra compensation while the poor 
‘people paid double for their milk. 

The milk was principally water. 
‘The families of other unions. naturally 
lwere the sufferers of this deal. and 
complaints were made to the Labor 
Council by several members who said 
‘that the combine between the union 
and the Milk Dealers’ Association was 
‘eontrary ito union principles. The 
‘council! made a biuster, but Dijeau 
stood .n too well with the leaders to 


fere with his graft, and the pluster 
ended just as most of the other grand- 
stand plays af the council do, and the 
matter was dropped. 

During the year the people have be- 
@eome accustomed to the outrage and 
cheerfully pay their increased price for 
bad milk. But Dijeau thinks it is 
time for graft. so there is more trou- 
mie brewing for consumers of milk 
‘The first sound was heard in-the La- 
bor Council last week when a milk 
purveyor made complaint that union 
drivers who were delivering for him 
threatened to strike if he did not in- 
crease his price to that charged by the 
This dealer 
complied with all union rules, paid 
the union scale-and worked his men 
union hours. but refused to enter the 
cinch combine of dealers and raise 
prices on ‘his customers. 

TO MULCT THE PUBLIC. 

The other dealers complained to the 
union and asked that the recalcitrant 
dealer be compelled to come up to its 
prices. Dijeau, walking delegaie of the 
union, saw a chance for more graft, 
and advised his union to strike on the 
lone dealer. But the Labor Council 
this time saw that it could not. ac- 

jesce in the graft and at once noti- 

the union that if it struck on such 
grounds it would be expelled ‘from the 
Labor Council. There was a saving 
elausing in the notice, for it said “on 
these grounds.” That was a sufficient 
hint to the manipulators of the deal, 
and now al! the dealers are threatened 
with a strike of drivers uniess an- 
other raise of $10 a month in the wage 
of the drivers is made. The members 
of the milk dealers’ combine will be 
able to stand the raise, for they already 
sell miin at top price, but the member 
who held to his old prices wil! have to 
make the increase or go out of. busi- 


ness. 

But dealers wil] not be content with 
standing the raise if they have to con- 
tinue selling at present prices, and the 
outiook now is that the price of milk 
in San cisco will again be in- 

; families of union men 
will bear the brunt of the increase, and 
thus the cost of living in San Fran- 
cisco will get another boost from the 
domination of unions. Already noti- 
fication, in an unofficial way. has been 
given to the patrons of various milk 
dealers that they will probably be 
called upon to pay more for milk, “be- 
cause the drivers are going to strike 
for more wages.” 

The strike will come, but it will all 
be manipulated through the executive 
committee of the Milk Dealers’ Asso- } 
ciation and Alexander Dijeau, business 

of the Milk-wagon Drivers’ 
Waion, who will have the plan of 
campaign all mapped out, and wil! 
know exactly how long the striké wil! 
last. There will be another big biuff. 
and the public, as usual, wil! be gulled 
into believing that expenses have in- 
creased so greatly that the increase in 
cost of milk is a necessity. This 


methods which seems to be directly 
contrary to the rules of unionism.

It is probable that on the heels of 
these resolutions there will come a 
raise in the wages of the members of 
the two unions.

Everything points to the 
coming of bard times in al] lines of 
business. dt is a fact that there are 
more small business houses in the 
hands of the Sheriff today than there 
have been in San Francisco for many 
years. The Sheriff's lock guard« the 
doors of some thirty stores whos 
owners have failed to meet expenses 
The owners. lay all the blame on the 
union domination of the city, which 
prevents storekeepers from  run- 
ning their businesses 
paying basis.

SAMPLE OF UNIONISM.

He had occasion 
to change his residence, and in the 
course of moving found it necessary 
to buy matting for two back halls and 
a sewing-room.

The typefounders promptly replied 
that they would make nothing in the 
future but individual contracts, and 
would make no contract or arrange- 
ment with any union. 

And they held firm to that stand, 
completly whipped the boastful Lynch 
and won a splendid victory. 

The typefounders are now enjoying 
an “open shop.” Every man signs a 
contract of greater or less duration, 
~and refusing to sign such contract, 
he “takes the toboggan” forthwith. 

The strike evil, in so far as it effects 
the typefounder’s business, has been 
cured by the individual contract. 

The union surrendered uncondition- 
ally and the president instructed his 
misguided followers to return to work 
on the best terms they could make 
with their employers.

President Eliot's Masterly 
Address on Labor. 


Tells Common Needs of Em- 
ployer and Laborer.

Answers Queries Fearlesaly. 
Scab May be Hero. 


Through more than two hours, in 
the afternoon of February 7, at Fan- 
euil Hall, Boston, President Charles 
W. Eliot of Harvard University held 
the Interest and attention of a vast 
audience of laboring men by a mas- 
terly address on the labor question 
and by his answers to the multitude 
of questions hurled at him.  Presi- 
dent Eliot addressed the delegates of 
th. Boston Central Labor Union, and 
the occasion is referred to by Boston 
papers as one of the most remarkable 
gatherings ever held in that city. 

At the outset there was manifest 
uncertainty as to how the audience 
would receive’ the distinguished 
speaker. Although President Eliot 
handled his subject with characteristic 
fearlessness, pointing out defects and 
Gangers in the existing relations be- 
tween labor izations and capital, 
the tremendous applause when he had 
finished was the forerunner of the 
complete victory which he won over 
the antagonism of his audience by his 


to the many questions put to him. 
There was not the slightest manji- 
festation of disapprobation, even when 
the speaker referred to picketing, 
which he unqualifiedly refused to jus- 
tify in any manner, declaring emphat- 
ieally that there is no such thing as 
By I” picketing. Wher asked if 
he still adhered to his idea that a scab 
is a fair type of modern hero. Presi- 
dent Eliot, without taking back one 
word he had previously uttered re 
specting the scab, gave an answer 
which removed any ill-feeling there 
may have been in the minds of his 
hearers on account of that remark. 
PRESIDENT ELIOT’S ADDRESS. 
After sketching the remarkable 
change in the beginning of the twen- 
tleta century in the conflict between 
capital and labor, a change due to the 
rapid increase in the effective power 
of large combinations of men, he dis- 
cussed in detail! the spirit in which 
present-day combinations of employ- 
ers and of laboring men had their 
birth. He finds the general principle 
the same in both cases—a desire to 
control the market, the employers 
wishing to control the market for 
their goods, and employés endeavor- 
ing to control the labor market. There 
must be such contro! in order that 
the desired ends may be attained. 
The employer must control the mar- 
het for bis goods in order that he 
may raise prices and so secure his 
habitual profit when labor unions, by

GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

Touching upon possible future gov- 
ernment contro), the speaker said, in 
part: 

present tendencies of labor 
nnions and employers’ associations 
suggest strongly the expediency of 
establishing over them governmental 
inspection and control, and this for 
two reasons—first, that both kinds of 
associations soon become monopolistic, 
and secondly, that they are secret so- 
cieties. Democratic government, like 
despotic government, dislikes secret 
societies, particularly’ if they are apt 
to resort to violence for the enforce- 
ment their demands.” 

“In all social and industrial strife,” 
continued President Eliot, it is im- 
measurably better to use the great 
forces of-publicity, discussion and fel- 
low-feeling before physical conflicts 
take place, rather than after they have 
occurred. It fs therefore an intensely 
interesting inquiry what modifications 
of existing labor conditions will tend 
toward permanent industrial peace, 
and be absolutely consistent with the 
democratic ideal of liberty.” 
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COMMON NEEDS. 

President Eliot discussed at con, 
siderable length the common needs 
of both employers and employés. He | 
said that— 

“(1.) Steadiness of employment is 
reasonably desired by both the work- 
men and the employer. Labor is a 
commodity which should be salable 
for future delivery, and not be merely 
delivered at a price for the passing 
day. On the other hand. the enor- 
mous investments of capital which 
many manufacturers now acquire 
make it -of great consequence to the 
employer that he should be able to 
count for at least one year on the cost 
of his labor.” 

“(2.) Another common need for 
workmen and employers is that con-
